The Republican campaign opened at- 


Mt. Gilead, Ohio, Wednesday, before a 
targa audience. Senator John Sherman 
in making the opening speech of the 
campaign, reviewed the career of the 
Eepublican party, unrl declared that the 
Democrats now concede the wisdom and 
success of all the prominent Republican 
measures and the merits of the great 
leaders of the Republican party. 
He 


aaid it might be unkind, but it was 
natural, to recall that these same men 
within thirty years had termed the Re- 
publican party a black abolition party, 
Lincoln an "ape," Grant a "butcher" 
and Union soldiers "Lincoln's hire- 
lings." The Senator declared that by 
the defection of comparatively few men 
in three Republican States, some of the 
men wlio conspired to overthrow the 
Government, waged war against it, and 
•were the cause of the loss of 500,000 
lives, have been placed in the very seats 
of power they abandoned with scorn 
and defiance. The speaker said be saw 
the Union flug floating at half-mast for 
Jacob Thompson, who was regarded as 
a defaulter and traitor. 
Two of the 


men who were in arms ngaibst the Gov- 
ernment now represent this country 
abroad. This strange turn of event?, 
said the Senator, has but one example 
in history, and that was the restoration 
of Charles II., after the brilliant but 
brief protectorate of Cromwell, and, like 
that restoration, is a reproach to the 
civilization of the age. The appointees 
of the new Administration had examined 
the books and vaults and found every 
dollar of the public money on hand or 
accounted for. The speaker declared 
the Republican party was not beaten by 
the Democrats, but by the disgruntled 
Republicans of 
tlireo States, 
wlio 


opposed the nominees of the Republi- 
can party, and in the great State of New 
York by a narrow majority of but little 
more than 1,000 defeated Blaine and 
.Logan. " It w»s not the want of merit 
in these two great leaders of oar party," 
said the speaker, " but the" disappoint- 
ments of personal contests and contro- 
versies inoidently to a long lease, of 
power." lie declared that even this 
defection among the Republicans would 
have been ineffective but for the Solid 
South, held together iu political fellow- 
ship by crimes, 
violence and fraud, 


which, if continued, will as surely 
renew the strifes of civil war as that the 
sun rolls round its course. The speaker 
declared that the negro of the South is 
openly deprived of bis' political rights, 
and it is done as boldly as any highway 
robbery. He discussed this question at 
great length, and then turned to the ad- 
vocacy of protection as opposed to free 
trade. 
He 
condemned the course 


of President Cleveland in pardoning 
Lieutenant Mullen, the member of the 
Cincinnati police force, sentenced for 
one year for arresting and incarnating 
negro voters in Cincinnati at the recent 
national election. Ho defended Joan 
Roach against the action of Secret ery 
Whitney, and declared that under the 
rule laid down none but a fool or a 
madman would take a contract of the 
Government to build a ship or any- 
thing else. He declared that even the 
ordinary collection of the revenue is 
obstructed by the demagogisin which 
preceded the last election. Illicit dis- 
tillers abounded in the South in the be- 
Lief that Democratic rule meant free 
whisky. 
While he believed President 


Cleveland meant to enfore the Civil 
Service law, removals were made daily 
t'or purely partisan purposes, mainly by 
the Postmaster General at the rate of 
200 a day. 
He closed by a few words 


in regard to the temperance issue in 
Ohio, and said be believed tbe temper- 
ance question should not enter the pale 
of party politics. He believed a wise 
system of tax laws and laws restraining 
the traffic was the proper course to 
pursue. 


Secretary Lamar will soon resign 


from the Cabinet. Tbe work is too 
bard for him. 


80METJ1IXU A BIT FKBSOSiAt. 


Es-Cocgressman 
Cassidy 
explains 


about his appointment as Bank Inspect- 
or, and other things of a personal na- 
ture, as follows: 


Inasmuch as the press of the State 


has been kind enough to refer in com- 
plimentary terms to our appointment to 
the above-mentioned position, we deem 
it proper to, correct some errors that 
have crept into the published accounts, 
uud also to explain how the appoint- 
ment came to be made. In th»first 
place the district does not embrace 
Oregon, but is comprised of Colorado, 
Utah, Nevada and California. The old 
district ran up and down the Coast and 
consisted of Arizona, California, Wash- 
ington Territory, Oregon, Idaho and 
Nevada. Under the new Administra- 
tion all of the Western districts have 
been reconstructed to conform as near 
as possible to the principal lines of 
travel. What is known as the Northern 
District, running along the line of the 
Northern Pacific railroad, takes in Ore- 
gon, Washington Territory, Idaho, Mon- 
tana and Dakota. The Central Dis- 
trict, so-called, following the Union 
Pacific and Central Pacific railroads, is 
that described above and for which the 
editor of the Sentinel has been com- 
missioned. The Southern District runs 
with the Southern Paeifle railroad, and 
is composed of Texas, New Mexico and 
Arizona. All points, as thus arranged, 
are more expeditiously and cheaply 
reached than when the districts ran 
across the country from north to south. 
The Examiner does not receive a salary 
as stated, but is paid in fees established 
in accordance witU the capital stock of 
the seveial banks in his district. The 
schedule of fees for thib Coast is greater 
than that allowed in the East, owing to 
the difference in cost of travel, etc. There 
is more clear money in the office, as the 
districts are now established, thiin for- 
merly when a larger scope of territory 
had to bo gone over. But the office, 
while in mivny respects a Vfi'y pleasant 
one, is by ao means a sinecure. To say 
nothing of the traveling, it is full of, led 
tape and requires a good deal of close 
attention to do the work well. The best 
thing about ifc is that it only occupies 
one's time ubout three months in each 
year, though an Examiner is always 
subject to orders from Washington in 
case a bank in his district gets into 
trouble. 
In emeu of this kind he is 


supposed to seize his grip-sack and 
start at once, and when failures occur 
be is charged with the duty of appoint- 
ing Receivers and otherwise looking 
after tbe interests of the Government. 
In the Central District (ours) there are 
forty-nice 
National Banks, to wit: 


Seventeen in 
California, twenty-five 


in Colorado, six in Utah, one in Ne- 
vada. Iu California there ia 1 National 
Bank in San Francisco, 1 m Sacra- 
mento, 2 in Santa Barbara, 1 in Son 
Jose, 1 in Petoluma, 2 in Oakland, 1 in 
Stockton, 1 in Alamada, 2 in Los 
Aogeles, 2 in San Diego, 1 in Modeuta, 
1 in Fresno and 1 in Riverside. That 
in Nevada is located at Reno. 
Of the 


six in Utah, three are located iu Ogdsn, 
two in Salt Lake and one at Provo. 
Colorado is the heaviest^part of the dis- 
trict. 
The further enst*we go the more 


the people incline to the national bank- 
ing system. 
Denver has 6 of these 


banks, Central City 2, Pueblo 2, Color- 
ado Springs I, Trinidad 1, Boulder 3, 
South Pueblo, 1, Fort Collins. 1, Du- 
rango 1, Gunmson 1, Silverton 1, Idaho 
Springs 1, Alamosa 1, Greeley 1 and 
Loogmont 1. In the whole district 
there are but few places that cannot be 
reached by rail. Under the law every 
National Bank must be examined once 
a year, and oftener if anything goes 
wrong. The position is a respectable 
one and tbe pay quite liberal and satis- 
factory for the time and labor required 
in the discharge of its duties. For 
about nine months iu the year the Ex- 
aminer may devote his attention to his 
own private affairs. The Bunk Exam- 
iner for the Coast, under Arthur's ad- 
ministration, was a St. Paul, Minne- 
sota, man, and made his headquarters 
there. He was in the habit of making 
an excursion to the Pacific Coast during 
the heated term of the Summer mouths. 
He is reported to have become u mil- 
lionaire in the business, but bow be did 
it, without the aid of a crowbar, is 
something that we'shall probably never 
find out. 


As we are writing this article for the 


information of friends throughout the 
State, a word concerning the appoint- 
ment is perhaps in order. It came 
wholly unsolicited on our part. We bad 
been a candidate for Railroad Commis- 
sioner, but through a desire of the Ad- 
ministration to do something for old 
Virginia it was given to Gen. Joe John- 
son, of that State, by the closest sort of 
shave. More than one hundred and 
fiftv Congressmen and 'Senators had 
strongly nrged our claims for the place. 
The Washington and Eastern press se- 
verely criticised the appointment of 
Johnson, both on the ground -of his age 
and because he had been educated at 
West Point at the expense of the Gov- 
ernment and afterwards took up arms 
against it. Had the situation been fully 
realized in advance there is no question 
that the result would have been differ- 
ent. Johnson's appointment was made 
for the reason stated and with no inten- 
tion of ignoring his Unsuccessful compet- 
itor. On the contrary, we could have 
had any one of a number of good places 
iu the Departments at Washington. Or 


we could possibly have gone abroad or 
to almost any of the Territories. Tbeie 
were two principal reasons impelling us 
to decline these appointments. First, 
we did not like the Summer climate of 
Washington, and secondly, we could not 
afford to abandon our interest and home 
in Nevada. The RaiUoad Commission- 
ship would have brought us to this Coast 
several months in each year, and it was 
for this reason that we desired the 
place. Daring the succeeding mouths 
we were repeatedly told that the Ad- 
ministration was ready io give us a lift 
in any direction that would suit, and in 
a conversation with the President, just 
before leaving Washington, we indicated 
a willingness to accept nny remunera- 
tive employment from the Government 
that did not involve a change of resi- 
dence from Nevada. Wa were assured 
that a, lookout would be kept for some- 
thing that would fit us. 
We left, not 


expecting that anything would come of 
it, nor caring much whether it did or 
not. Six months later we were tendered, 
by telegraph, this Bank Inspectorbhip 
and we concluded to accept it. We did 
not tiike it -for distinction 01 glory, but 
simply for the emoluments of the posi- 
tion. The thorough canvass of Nevada, 
which we have always made, together 
with ',he cofat of traveling and living re- 
spectively at Washington, has inoie 
than absorbed the Gougresaionul salary 
for each term. As a result we came out 
of Congress poorer than when wo went 
in. It was for this reason that we were 
glad to gut something to do for the 
Government. There is no money in Ihe 
newspaper business in this State, nod 
especially is there none iu the Sentinel. 
We had all the while refused to tako 
any of the Federal offices in Nevud.», 
any of which, from the Mint down, wo 
could have had for tbe mere asking. 
We regarded these places as belonging 
to the Democratic citizens of Nevada, 
and we did not care to take advantage 
of the position we chanced to hold to 
further our personal interest to tbe ex- 
clusion and detriment of other deserv- 
ing members of the party. Ths place 
we got injured no man in the Stivte. 
Had we declined it it would have gono 
to a resident of Califorui. It is not au 
office local to Nevada, a could have 
been filled from any part of the country 
and especially from any part of tho dis- 
trict. And just heie it may be stated 
that it is extremely difficult to command 
any outside appointment for a citizen of 
Nevada. Our population is small and 
we have never done much for Mr. Cleve- 
land either in convention or at tba 
polls. Other States 
have 
superior 


claims. In exceptional cases wo might 
accomplish something, if wa had a 
vigorous, pushing Democratic delega- 
tion at Washington, but we may rely on 
it that few choice plums will be thrown 
to us unless wo have strong advocates 
on the ground to solicit u,nrt fi^ht for 
them. Letters and petitions amount to 
nothing, save in connection with purely 
local offices, and even in these casea 
they weigh little as against a personal 
advocacy by a reputable citizen. Tbe 
President's policy on the subject of re- 
moving Republican Federal officials is 
an entirely different branch of tbe case. 
That is something that no man. be he 
in or out of Congress, can coutrol. As 
fast as terms exnire, or 'vacancies occur 
from any cause, Democrats will go iu, 
but no amount of influence or pressure 
will induce tho President to remove a 
man who holds a com-mission under the 
Tenure of Office Act except good cause 
he shown. Whether we nil beiievi iu 
tbe doctrine or policy ov not. or would 
have it RO, is a very different propom- 
tioa. It is BO and cannot be changed, 
and that is the end of it. 


And now we have gone into these 


matters at greater length than we had 
anticipated. 
But we felt that it was 


due to personal friends and members of 


our party in the State to say as much. 
In conclusion we most sincerely thank 
our contemporaries for the very courte- 
ous and complimentary manner in which 
they have hailed Mr. Cleveland's choice 
of a Bank Examiner for the Central 
District. 


One of Jordan's latest performances 


is recalling from the various sub-Treas- 
uries all the $1 and $2 bills. A few 
weeks ago he wrote to the Assistant 
Treasurer at New York, instructing him 
not to disburse any bills of the denom- 
inations named. Early in the present 
week Mr. Jordan_djreeled that all the 
§1 and $2 bills in the New ^York sub- 
Treasury be "sent to Washington, and 
accordingly a little over $100,000 was 
sent on there. It is understood to be 
Mr. Jordan's policy to force silver 
on tbe country by withholding from 
circulation all of the small bills that 
come into tho United States Treasury. 
"Good for him." 


According to a special dispatch from 


Washington to the New York Post, an 
official, -who is supposed to have Secre- 
tary Manning's confidence in tbe fullest 
degree, nays : "It is the intention of 
the Administration to show by the ex- 
perience of the next three months that 
the Bland dollar is one of the most ex 
pensive experiments a civilized nation 
has ever made, and to prove to the peo- 
ple, to Congress, and to the silver men 
themselves, that the execution of the law 
and the issue of the dollar in the quan- 
tities contemplated by the Coinage Act, 
involves the Government in expense no 
heavy and an inconvenience so great that 
it cannot, and will not, bo tolerated."
